Another offer made by Mr. Hem- 


ingway last night was 200 feet of 
Foothill frontage to the Upland 
chamber of commerce free of rent 
for a period of three years. 


“You can put fhem up on the 


boulevard where people coming 
into town can see them,” he told 
the planners. 


‘No definite plans were announc- 
ed for the swimming pool, but it is 
understood this project would be 
for future development. 

Also under revised plans First 
avenue would remain a dead-end 
street, with service roads being 
used north of it. The same ar- 
rangement was proposed for the 
motels which would have backed 
towards Euclid but was turned 
down by the commission. 

Asking for a “decision tonight,” 
Mr. Hemingway said that “We're 
ready to start work” and a “fav- 
orable decision by this body would 
be appreciated.” He went on to 
state that the art exhibit would 
feature paintings owned by one 
of the wealthiest men in Califor- 
nia and had never been shown 
before publicly. He added that 
this man’ had a five million dollar 
collection which would be rotated 
here periodically. He pointed to 
the fact that last year more than 
90,000 pieces of mail had been 
sent by the Karakul Fur Farm 
enterprises from Ontario and even 
more would go from Upland now 
that its headquarters would be 
established here. 

Included also in the plans for 
Foothill’ Village is the headquar- 
ters building for Karakul Fur 
Farm enterprises, seven exclusive 
retail shops, skyroom cafe, medi- 
cal center, a park with benches 
for shoppers to rest and many 
other unique features. The tract 
covers‘ more than five acres and 
would include underground road- 
ways, : . 

The project, prior to being pass- 
ed by the city planners, received 
the endorsement of the Upland 
chamber of commerce.
